Dr. Shrady addressed the following 
remarks to the hinese residents :-" The 
Chineso should consider that this moyement is 
for their. good ;.that the white mon is o friend 
to the Oriental,in spite of what is said to the 
contrary. ‘Yam convinced that the citizens of 
‘Sen Francisco aro. doing what. they can to 
cleanse the Chinese quarter, and that the in- 
habitants of that quarter will appreciate their 
efforts. I do not anticipate any trouble in that 
quarter,’ I am of the opinion that the Chineso 
will co-operate with the citizens, and that all 
this talk of riot is moonshine. I found during 
my investigation that tho Six Companies are 
orfectly willing to work the authorities. 
‘here. will be no. trouble in Chinatown if the 
local Board of Henlth takes rensonable measures 
allowing the Chinese to attend to their business, 
and assnring them that, if everything goes well, 
they will be in a better condition than hereto- 
fore. . Romo one of influence with the Chincso 
should persunde them that no harm is intended 
tothem, ‘We all know thatthe Chinese aro 
suspicious, and évery effort should be made on 
the part of those in authority to relicve this 
suspicion.” :
